Summer  Workshop  for  Business  Professors 


Professors  of  business  from  Canadian  and 
United  States  universities  will  spend  six 
weeks  of  next  summer,  from  June  21  to 
July  31,  at  the  University  of  Toronto, 
attending  the  first  such  study  and  research 
seminar  in  Canada  on  the  application  to 
business  management  of  digital  computers 
and  quantitative  models. 

The  workshop  is  being  made  possible  by 
a grant  of  $42,250  (U.S.)  from  the  Ford 
Foundation,  President  Claude  Bissell 
announced. 

Prof.  J.  A.  Sarjeant  of  the  School  of 
Business,  co-ordinator  of  the  seminar,  said 
the  grant  was  tangible  recognition  of  the 
increasing  importance  of  an  analytical 


approach  to  business  and  to  the  rapidly 
growing  use  of  modern  scientific  thought 
and  techniques  in  management.  The  seminar, 
he  said,  should  result  in  improvements  in 
and  refinements  of  course  material. 

The  areas  of  study  and  associated  dis- 
cussion will  be:  computers  and  program- 
ming, directed  by  Dr.  C.  C.  Gotlieb,  head, 
Institute  of  Computer  Science;  quantitative 
models  in  business,  led  by  Dr.  D.  D.  Teich- 
roew,  Case  Institute  of  Technology,  Cleve- 
land, and  Prof.  Peter  J.  Sandiford,  McGill 
Graduate  School  of  Business  Administration, 
and  regression  analysis,  led  by  Prof. 
Benjamin  Bernholtz,  Department  of  Indus- 
trial Engineering.

Music 

Prof.  Myron  Schaeffer,  head  of  the 
electronic  music  studio  in  the  Faculty  of 
Music,  died  suddenly  an  January  15  at  the 
age  of  56.  Dr.  Schaeffer,  born  in  Baberton, 
Ohio,  joined  the  staff  of  the  University  in 
1957.  He  taught  the  history  of  music,  gave 
courses  in  theory  at  the  Royal  Conservatory 
of  Music  and  in  the  graduate  school,  and, 
with  Dr.  Arnold  Walter,  director  of  the 
Faculty  of  Music,  founded  Canada’s  first 
electronic  music  studio. 

“His  biggest  contribution”,  Dr.  Walter 
said,  “was  unquestionably  the  discovery  of 
the  possibilities  for  all  kinds  of  scientific 
research,  through  this  new  medium,  includ- 
ing psychology.  It  was  a field  previously  un- 
touched, and  ranged  from  psychology 
beyond  perception  to  efforts  to  discover 
whether  absolute  pitch  can  be  learned.” 

At  the  Ten  Centuries  Concert  on  January 
10,  the  Toronto  Woodwind  Quintette  gave 
the  premiere  of  the  woodwind  quintette  by 
Prof.  J.  J.  Weinzeig. 

Royal  Ontario  Museum

Appointment  of  Dr.  R.  E.  G.  Davis  as 
the  Cassidy  Research  Visiting  Professor  in 
the  School  of  Social  Work  is  announced  by 
President  Claude  Bissell,  effective  February 
1 through  June  1966.
